ter his oil tank had been shot out 
by a German Messerschmiadt fight- 
er. 

REPORTED MISSING 

On August 28, Mr. and Mrs. Fet- 
row received the fateful word that 
dashed their spirits—a cablegram 
from the English air ministry ad- 
vising them that their son was 
“missing” in the commando raid 
on Dieppe on August 19. But they 
did not quite give up their hold 
upon the thin thread of hope that 
somewhere, somehow, some way 
he had managed to escape alive. 

Then on the morning of Sep- 


ter telling them more of his ex- 
‘perience, they agajn received in- 
direct word from Gene's fiance, 
Miss Gloria Spofford, Santa Ana, 
who had received a letter from 
him, that he had parachuated to 
safety, thus becoming a member 
of the “Caterpillar Club’, those 
plane pilots who have had to take 
to their chutes to save their lives.

N. E. Trautman, board member 
who opposed the sport ban, offer- 
ed to personally underwrite the 
transportation for the team from 
Chaffey to opponents’ gridirons. 
When an official vote was taken 
Tuesday night, H. E. Bailey join- 
ed with Mr. Trautman in favor- 
ing a football schedule. The other 
members, however, voted to dis- 
continue inter-school participation. 
Mr. Trautman then moved to 
make the board's action wunani- 
mous. 

At the board’s regular meeting 
Sept. 15, the officials voted to dis- 
continue the regular schedule out 
of a spirit of conserving man- 
power, releasing students to work 
in agriculture. The officials were 
also confronted with the tire ra- 
tioning order that sternly prohib- 
its use of school buses for trans- 
porting athletic teams.

SOIL CONSERVATION 
IS CONSIDERED VERY 
NEEDFUL THIS YEAR 


Announcing the 1943 Agricul- 
tural Conservation program, Ray 
R. Sherwood said that San Ber- 
nardino county emphasis will be 
placed on the expansion of pas- 
ture and forage crops far dairy 
feed, increased production of 
meats, including poultry; changing 
as much deciduous fruit as pos- 
sible from fresh use to canned or 
dried products. 





Very important in this county 
is the necessity for increased care 
of the soil in our citrus orchards, 
through the use of soil-conserva- 
tion and soil-building measures. 

This latter phase of the conser- 
vation’ program is particularly 
timely in September, Mr. Sher- 
wood pointed out, for two reas- 
ons. The first is that leguminous 
green manure crops can be used 
to offset some of the present short- 
age of ammonia fertilizers, and 
the second is that a good stand 
of a legume green manure crop 


brings $3.00 per acre assistance 
through the conservation pre- 
gram.
